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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:.

Claims 1 -28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The specification fails to fully describe said shared diffusion regions. Said 
collector nodes (140.142,144) seem to be electrode wiring of the active transistor 
regions according to the drawings and their "shared diffusion" nature can not be 
visualized from the drawings in the absence of full teaching in the specification. There 
should have been at least one complete teaching and a drawing to describe the 
expression. In addition, said gates disposed on said shared diffusion regions between 
said fingers is not understood well in relation to the teachings in the specification or the ' 
drawings forwarded by applicant. 

There is nothing in the specification that teaches well on said "fingers" based on 
the provided drawings. The examiner could not relate said fingers to anything in the 
drawings and the gates having two fingers without detailing what and where the fingers 
are did not give the examiner adequate enablement to examine the claims.
